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Vaad  Report 

by  Gilbert  Greenberg

With  the  opening  of  our  communal  schools  next  week,  I thought  that  I 
would  devote  this  column  to  preparations  which  have  been  made  by  the 
Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  Board,  the  Ottawa  Modern  Jewish  School  and  the 
Temple  Israel  Religious  School  for  the  coming  year,  as  told  to  me. 


Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  Board  Schools 

Rabbi  Yaacov  Kaploun,  the  Director  of  Education  informs  me  that 
Ross  L.  Richardson  of  Ottawa  has  been  appointed  Supervisor  of  the 
General  Studies  program  and  Principal  of  the  west  end  branch  of  the 
Hiliel  Academy.  A graduate  of  Carleton  and  the  University  of  Ottawa 
from  which  he  holds  a M.Ed.,  Mr.  Richardson  has  had  many  years  of 
administrative  experience  with  the  Ottawa  Board  of  Education  system. 
He  has  been  vice-principal  at  York  Street  School  and  HopeweU  Avenue 
School  and  principal  of  the  Ottawa  Board  of  Education  summer  school 
and  the  McGregor  Easson  school.  A continued  upgrading  of  the  general 
studies  program  is  anticipated  under  his  direction. 

The  school  administration  is  optimistic  about  enrolment,  particularly 
at  the  lower  levels.  A student  body  of  about  300  is  anticipated.  In  the  pre- 
school  department,  some  classes  have  been  filled  and  additional  staff  has 
had  to  be  hired.  Some  revisions  in  the  Hebrew  curriculum  have  taken 
place  and  staffing  is  complete.  Bar-Mitzvah  training  will  continue  to  be 
offered  at  both  the  west  end  and  central  branches. 

Space  is  still  a problem  and  about  80  pupils  will  have  to  be  shuttled 
between  both  branches  each  day.  Some  repairs  and  improvements  have 
been  made  at  both  locations  and  a special  room  has  been  equipped  for  the 
new  all-day  trilingual  kindergarten  established  in  the  west  end.  The 
downtown  trilingual  kindergarten  which  enjoyed  a high  level  of  success 
last  year  is,  of  course,  to  continue. 

Mrs.  Gunner,  Supervisor  of  the  Talmud  Torah  Afternoon  School  in- 
forms me  that  enrolment  for  1977-78  looks  very  positive.  Due  to  increased 
numbers  a new  Kindergarten  and  Grade  1 classes  have  been  formed.  A 
fully  qualified  professional  staff  have  been  hired.  Students  will  benefit 
from  new  texts  introduced  successfully  last  year  and  from  an  updated 
curriculum  which  will  be  fully  implemented  this  year.  A Special 
Education  Class  and  Adult  Classes  enthusiastically  received  last  year 
will  again  be  offered.  A most  promising  year  is  anticipated. 


Ottawa  Modern  Jewish  School 

Professor  Gerald  Cammy,  the  Principal  of  the  Ottawa  Modem  Jewish 
School,  reminds  me  that  it  was  established  in  1953  under  the  presidency 
of  Abe  Palmer  and  is  now  observing  its  25th  anniversary.  The  school  was 
organized  by  parents  who  wanted  their  children  to  have  an  awareness  of 
their  heritage  as  members  of  the  Jewish  community  and  a positive 
identification  with  current  Jewish  life. 

The  staff  comprises  the  principal,  11  teachers  and  4 assistants  who  are 
graduates  of  the  school.  Everything  else  is  done  by  parent  volunteers. 

Classes  include  a 4-year  old  kindergarten,  a 5-year  old  kindergarten 
and  grades  1 to  7.  Subjects  taught  include  Israel,  Bible  stories,  holidays, 
customs  and  ceremonies,  Hebrew,  Yiddish,  history  and  current  events. 
About  150  students  are  expected  to  enrol  for  the  current  school  year. 


Temple  Israel  Religious  School 

According  to  Rabbi  Donald  R.  Gerber,  Principal  of  the  Temple  Israel 
Religious  School,  the  11th  successive  school  year  begins  on  Sunday, 
September  18.  Classes  for  grades  kindergarten  through  10  are  held  on 
Sundays  and  Wednesdays  for  30  weeks. 

Rabbi  Gerber  will  be  teaching  the  Wednesday  Grade  7 Bar-Bat  Mitr 
zvah  class  and  the  Sunday  confirmation  class  as  well  as  meeting 
regularly  with  students  for  services  and  discusson.  Mrs.  Faye  Swartz, 
the  vice-principal,  is  concerned  with  the  day-to-day  operation.  Many  of 
last  year’s  teachers  will  be  returning  and  the  curriculum  remains  more 
or  less  the  same  as  last  year.  Kindergarten  to  grade  2 students  are  in- 
troduced to  Hebrew,  the  Torah  and  related  midrashic  material.  Grade  3 
stresses  literacy  in  Hebrew  with  an  emphasis  on  prayer.  Grades  4 to  6 
relate  to  modem  Israel,  the  Prophets  of  Ancient  Israel,  Jewish  history, 
and  the  wisdom  literature  including  Ethics  of  the  Fathers.  Grades  7 to  9 
stress  a broader  understanding  of  Jewish  history,  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
community  and  its  agencies,  comparative  religion  and  culminate  with 
grade  10  comparing  traditional  and  reform  Judaism. 

As  in  years  past,  the  youth  group  and  Temple  will  co-ordinate  many 
activities  with  the  school  particularly  regarding  the  holidays  and 
festivals. 


Enrolment  in  General 

All  three  school  systems  are  beneficiaries  of  our  United  Jewish  Appeal. 
You  may  obtain  further  information  on  their  operations  or  enrolment 
procedures  by  contacting  the  people  who  carry  responsibility  as 
Director  of  Education  or  Principals  of  the  respective  schools. 

It  is  estimated  that  somewhere  between  60  and  70  per  cent  of  the 
eligible  elementary  school  children  in  our  community  receive  some  form 
of  Jewish  education.  In  my  opinion,  every  Jewish  child  should  have  a 
Jewish  education.  I prefer  it  to  be  a maximum  full-day  program;  our 
existing  schools  provide  a broad  range  and  there  is  really  no  excuse  for 
any  parent  who  believes  in  Jewish  continuity  to  deprive  his  child  of  the 
valuable  training  he  needs  to  equip  him  for  life  as  a responsible  Jew  in 
our  society. 

Let  us  make  1977-78  the  year  our  total  enrolment  jumped  from  60  to  70 
per  cent  to  at  least  80  per  cent  of  all  the  eligible  children  in  our  com- 
munity.

In  Plonninq  Stage  For  Over  a Year 


Jewish  Information  & Referral 
Service  Now  in  Operation 


On  September  1, 1977,  the  Jewish 
Information  & Referral  Service 
commenced  operations  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir 
and  its  Jewish  Social  Services 
Council.  Essentially,  the  JIRS  is  an 
emerging  social  service  agency 
modelled  after  a similar  service 
offered  in  Toronto. 

For  the  present,  the  JIRS  will  be 
a telephone  service,  facilitating 
contact  between  people  and 
available  resources.  To  this  end, 
the  JIRS  will  provide  information 
on  accommodation  (needed  or 
available  to  share),  counselling 
service  referrals  for  individuals 
and  or  families  with  social  and 
psychological  problems, 
assistance  in  locating  resources 
such  as  financial  help,  recreational 
facilities,  Jewish  camps,  home 
help  for  the  elderly,  employment 
opportunities  and  the  like. 

The  service  will  co-operate  with 
existing  agencies  within  the  local 
Jewish  community  and  those  of 
other  major  Jewish  centres  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States. 

The  JIRS  will  be  staffed  by 
Elaine  Rabin,  a graduate  of  the 


McGill  School  of  Social  Work,  plus 
interested  and  trained  volunteers. 
A brief  list  of  calls  received  at  the 
Toronto  office  will  provide  a 
glimpse  into  what  JIRS  is  all 
about. 

1.  Request:  To  assist  with 

arrangement  for  75  teens  from 
Jewish  camp  in  New  York  to 
stay  in  Toronto,  including 
provisions  for  kosher  food. 
Followup:  Made  calls  to 

University  of  Toronto  and 
several  kosher  restaurants  to 
check  on  facilities.  Sent  letter  to 
New  York  leaving  it  to  them  to 
confirm  arrangements. 

2.  Students  call  from  time  to  time, 
requesting  information  and 
pamphlets  about  Toronto  Jewish 
community;  Israel. 

Followup:  We  send  them 

pamphlets  about  Israel  and 
Toronto  Jewish  Services.  Make 
referrals  to  Jewish  Public 
Library  (books  and  magazines). 

3.  Request  for  phone  number  of 
Galicianer  Society. 

Tracked  down  chairman  and 
phone  number  through  Jewish 
News  clipping. 


4.  Senior  Citizen  (Jewish) 
collapsed  and  taken  to  Salvation 
Army.  What  to  do? 

Referral  made  to  Jewish  Family 
Service  for  emergency 
assistance. 

5.  Request  for  Hebrew-speaking 
doctor. 

Followup:  Referral  to  Israel 
Medical  Association. 

6.  Anti-semitic  cartoon  strip 
received  from  neo-Nazi  group. 
Followup:  Referral  to  Joint 
Community  Relations  Com- 
mittee, Canadian  Jewish 
Congress,  Mr.  Ben  Kayfetz. 

The  JIRS  telephone  number  is 
232-3775.  Should  you  wish  to 
volunteer  your  services  or  to  use 
the  service,  feel  free  to  call.  The 
phones  will  be  answered  during  the 
day  from  9:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  by 
staff  and  after  hours  by  an  an- 
swerphone. 

The  JIRS  will  follow-up  on  all 
calls  received  to  make  sure  that 
attention  has  been  given  to  the 
request.  This  could  include  per- 
sonal interviews.

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Begin  Stresses  Importance  of 
Bond  Dollars  to  Mission  Delegates

his  election.  Mr  Feig  says  he  went  to  Israel  with  some  misgivings  but  has 
returned  buoyed  by  the  experience  and  filled  with  confidence  in  Israel’s 
new  leadership  and  her  future  destiny. 


Dear  Friends: 

I have  just  returned  from  an 
Israel  Bond  Mission  to  Eretz 
Israel.  I bring  greetings  from 
Prime  Minister  Menachem  Begin 
and  his  best  wishes  for  a Shana 
Tova.  Premier  Begin  expressed  his 
deep  gratitude  for  the  warm  af- 
fection and  the  evident  unity  of  the 
North  American  Jewish  com- 
munity displayed  during  his  recent 
visit  to  the  United  States.  He 
regretted  being  unable  to  visit 
Canada  but  was  grateful  that  so 
many  Canadian  Jewish  communal 
leaders  attended  the  various 
functions  and  meetings  that  were 
held  during  his  stay. 

During  our  Mission,  we  met  with 
many  Ministers  and  officials  and 
were  deeply  impressed  by  their 
analyses  and  projections.  Time 
and  time  again,  the  need  for  in- 
vestment in  Israel  was  stressed 
and  deep  gratitude  was  expressed 
to  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Israel  Bond  purchasers  who  have 
invested  in  the  growth  of  Israel’s 
infra-structure  and  industry.  The 
words  of  Prime  Minister  Begin 
were  repeated  throughout  the 
Conferences  in  one  form  or  another 
“this  government  stands  for  free, 
private  initiative  as  the  instrument 
to  build  a country.  We  want  to  live 
on  our  own  toil.  We  are  grateful  for 
any  assistance,  but  we  dream,  we 
strive  for  the  day  we  can  live  on 
our  own  toil.  Come  and  invest.  We 
shall  remove  obstacles  of 
bureaucracy.  We  shall  give 
security  to  investment,  so  all  of  us 
together  can  build  up  the  country.” 

During  our  brief  stay  in  Israel, 
we  visited  many  new  military 
installations,  industrial  plants  and 
new  development  towns  and 
witnessed  first  hand  the  impact 
that  your  Israel  Bond  dollars  has 
had  upon  the  economy.  We  were 
told  of  the  new  opportunities  for 
export,  brought  about  by  the 
argreements  of  the  European 
Economic  Community  and  the 
removal  of  trade  barriers  between 
Israel  and  the  9 European  nations. 
The  leaders  stressed  that  in- 
dustrial production  must  be  sub- 
stantially increased  to 
manufacture  export  goods  to  these 
nations  in  order  to  reduce  the 
foreign  trade  deficit  and 
strengthen  the  economy  of  Israel. 

We  came  away  from  the  Con- 
ference relaxed  and  satisfied  that 
the  new  Government  of  Israel  is 
striving  for  peace  in  Israel  and  the 
area  for  the  benefit  of  Jews  and 
Arabs  alike.  But  they  are  striving 
for  real  peace  and  a lasting  peace 


and  not  a dictated  peace  by  anyone 
whatsoever. 

To  pursue  this  posture  we  can 
and  must  negotiate  only  from 
strength  — strength  manifested 
militarily  and  economically.  Our 
job  in  the  diaspora  is  to  help  the 
State  of  Israel  in  its  economic 
development  only,  and  the  least  we 
can  do  is  purchase  greater 
amounts  of  State  of  Israel  Bonds. 
By  now  all  of  us  know  that  these 
Bonds  are  not  a donation,  they  are 
cash  for  Israel  when  she  receives 
it,  and  cash  for  us  when  she  pays  it 
back  with  interest.  And  she  pays  it 
back  with  interest,  without  fail, 
and  on  time. 

I wish,  my  dear  friends,  that  all 
of  you  could  have  been  present  to 
meet  the  top  leaders  of  the  House 
of  Israel.  I am  sure  there  would  be 
no  need  for  me  to  write  you  or 
plead  with  you  for  increased  help. 
You  would  do  that  voluntarily  of 
your  own  conscience,  and  you 
would  be  happy  to  do  so  because 
the  stakes  here  are  very  high. 

It  is  not  a question  of  so  called 
intransigence,  or  of  a little 
territory  more  or  less.  The 
question  for  us  is  simple  — “to  be 
or  not  to  be”. 

The  enemies  of  Israel  will  not 
retreat  from  their  manifesto, 
which  clearly  states  that  they  are 
going  for  victory,  total  victory,  and 
total  victory  for  them  means  the 
complete  elimination,  dismantling 
and  destruction  of  the  State  of 
Israel. 

I am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me 
and  with  our  leaders  that  this 
proposition  is  not  acceptable  to  us, 
regardless  of  how  it  is  dressed  up. 
Therefore,  we  must  close  our  ranks 
and  rally  behind  the  Government 
and  our  brethren  and  I pledged  on 
your  behalf  that  what  we  did  so  far 
is  only  a beginning.  We  can  and 
will  do  much  better  and  tirelessly 
until  such  time  as  the  “swords  are 
turned  into  ploughshares”  and  all 
the  peoples  in  and  around  Israel 
will  have  peace. 

On  behalf  of  the  Israel  Bond 
Organizations  and  its  leaders  I 
extend  to  you  best  wishes  and  a 
Shana  Tova.

Are  Canadians  Paying  For  PLO  Activities? 


The  Service  Universitaire 
Canadien  Outre-Mer  (SUCO),  an 
organization  funded  by  the  federal 
government,  has  been  publishing 
and  distributing  anti-Israel 
propaganda,  some  of  which 
originated  in  the  Arab  League 
Information  Office  in  Ottawa. 
SUCO,  the  Quebec  division  of 
CUSO,  receives  substantial  grants 
from  the  Canadian  International 
Development  Agency  (CIDA), 
which  is  responsible  for  ad- 
ministering Canada’s  foreign  aid 
program.  Though  the  government 
was  alerted  some  months  ago  to 
this  misuse  of  federal  funds, 
nothing  has  been  done.  It  is  time 
for  responsible  government  of- 
ficials to  halt  these  practices  and 
abuses  and  to  regain  control  of  the 
public  purse. 

In  addition  to  its  mandate  of 
arranging  programs  in  developing 
countries  and  recruiting 
Canadians  to  service  them,  SUCO 
also  conducts  a development 
education  program  throughout 
Quebec.  The  theme  of  their 
program  for  the  past  few  years  has 
been  “solidarity  with  Third  World 
liberation  movements”.  Activities 
have  included  propaganda  attacks 
against  Israel  and  Zionism  as  well 
as  support  for  the  Palestine 


Liberation  Organization. 

In  February  1976,  SUCO 
published  a 25-page  booklet  en- 
titled “Sionism  Apartheid”.  The 
booklet  contends  that  Israel  is  a 
colonialist  and  imperialist  regime 
similar  to  South  Africa  and  that 
these  two  regimes  have  adopted  a 
common  strategy  in  oppressing  the 
native  peoples  of  Palestine  and 
Southern  Africa. 

SUCO  published  a 47-page 
booklet  entitled  “Les  Palestiniens 
entre  Israel  et  les  Regime  Arabes” 
in  November  1976.  The  publication 
uses  both  the  “line”  and  materials 
of  Arab  propagandists. 

The  SUCO  magazine,  Escargot, 
has  also  published  three  articles  on 

the  Middle  East one  on  Arabs 

under  Israeli  occupation  (January 
1977),  one  on  Lebanon  and  the 
Palestinian  resistance  movement 
(September  1976),  and  one  ap- 
pealing for  funds  for  a hospital  in 
Lebanon  run  by  the  Palestinian 
Red  Crescent,  a PLO  agency 
(February  1975).  This  latter  article 
pointed  out  that  the  role  of  the 
Palestinian  Red  Crescent  is  to 
alert  world  opinion  to  the  “plight  of 
the  Palestinians  living  under  the 
Zionist  yoke”  and  to  denounce  the 
crimes  and  tortures  committed  by 
Israel  against  their  people.  It  has 


been  ascertained  that  SUCO  itself 
has  made  a substantial  financial 
contribution  to  this  organization. 

So  far,  Canadian  officials  at 
CIDA  have  maintained  that  they 
cannot  prevent  the  utilization  of 
public  monies  for  these  activities 
which  run  contrary  to  our 
government’s  foreign  policy 
principles.  This  is  a surprising  and 
irresponsible  attitude.  Guidelines 
for  the  disbursement  of  such 
grants  in  Canada  unambiguously 
state  that  “CIDA  cannot  support 
projects  that  are  politically  par- 
tisan”. 

The  Canadian  government  is 
now  financing  an  organization 
which  lends  political  support  to  a 
terrorist  movement,  libels  a 
friendly  country  and  rechannels 
federal  grants  to  projects  super- 
vised by  the  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization.  Can  it  be  that  our 
government  does  not  have  a 
system  of  oversight  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  some  $10,000,000 
annually  to  CUSO?  The  govern- 
ment has  only  one  of  two  choices: 
Either  it  must  direct  CUSO  to  stop 
its  political  propaganda  efforts,  or 
it  must  cut  off  government  fun- 
ding.

“Shalom  Welcome  Service” 
Needs  Your  Participation 


By  this  time  next  month,  the 
Jewish  community  of  Ottawa  will 
have  a fully  operational  service  to 
welcome  newcomers.  The 
“Shalom  Welcome  Service”  as  it  is 
to  be  called,  was  initiated  by  the 
Women’s  Committee  of  the  Vaad 
and  its  constituent  organizations 
following  needs  expressed  both  at  a 
women’s  seminar  and  during  the 
course  of  the  social  services  needs 
study  a year  ago. 

The  committee,  headed  by 
Susannah  Dalfen,  is  preparing  a 
directory  listing  the  resources  of 
the  Jewish  community.  It  will  be 
sent  to  newcomers  as  the  first  step 
in  the  process  of  helping  them  to 


adjust  to  their  new  surroundings. 

A volunteer  will  follow-up  the 
mailing  with  a phone  call  and  a 
visit.  This  is  the  personal  touch 
which  will  hopefully  make  the 
newcomers  feel  welcome  and  a 
part  of  the  community. 

The  volunteer  will  be  equipped  to 
augment  the  information  con- 
tained in  the  pamphlet  and  try  to 
introduce  the  new  arrivals  to 
others  with  similar  interests  in 
Ottawa.  Periodic  contact  will  be 
maintained  during  the  first  few 
months  following  the  initial  con- 
tact. 

Since  the  focus  of  the  new  service 
is  on  the  entire  family,  con- 


sideration will  be  given  to  children 
and  teenagers  as  well  as  their 
parents.  Young  people  are  being 
added  to  the  committee  with  this  in 
mind.  Social  gatherings  designed 
to  help  newcomers  meet  members 
of  the  community  are  included  in 
the  overall  planning. 

To  a large  degree,  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  service  will 
depend  on  the  input  and  par- 
ticipation of  existing  members  of 
the  community.  Anyone  who  meets 
new  people  or  becomes  aware  of 
the  existence  of  new  people  in  town 
is  asked  to  share  that  information 
with  The  Shalom  Welcome  Service 
at  232-7306.

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Their  Dream  Lives  On

Twenty-five  years  ago,  on  the 
12th  of  August,  1952,  twenty-four 
jews  _ the  representatives  of  the 
cultural  and  social  elite  of  the 
three-million  strong  Soviet  Jewry 

were  executed  in  Moscow,  The 

crack  of  the  rifles,  however,  did  not 
filter  out  from  the  subterranean 
vaults  of  the  Lubyanka  prison  — 
the  world  finally  discovered  the 
tragedy  only  three  years  later, 

after  Stalin's  death. 

These  twenty-four  victims  of  the 
Soviet  regime  were  at  first  sen- 
tenced to  25  years  of  penal  ser- 
vitude, in  the  course  of  a closed 
trial  of  the  Presidium  of  the  Jewish 
Anti-Fascist  Committee.  They 
included  writers,  scientists,  an 
actor,  a physician.  Soon  after  the 
trial,  following  “higher  orders," 
the  decision  of  the  court  was 
revised  and  the  terms  were 
changed  to  death  sentences  — by 
shooting. 

The  regime  was  apparently 
afraid  of  publicity,  and  the  families 
of  the  convicted  persons,  unaware 
of  the  terrible  end  of  their  loved 
ones,  continued  to  bring  to  the 
prison  their  pitiful  money  transfers 
even  after  the  execution  of  the 
verdict.  This  horrible  farce  went 
on  for  about  six  months,  until  the 
end  of  the  winter  of  1952  when  the 
families  of  the  men  who  were  shot 
were  sent  into  exile  for  10  years, 
without  any  trial  or  semblance  of 
legal  procedure. 

No  witnesses  of  that  event  a 
quarter  of  a century  ago,  who 
would  be  willing  to  talk,  have 
remained. 

There  is  no  doubt  today  that 
neither  court  officials  nor  the 
Committee  for  State  Security  stood 
behind  the  liquidation  of  Jewish 
culture  and  its  leading  figures  — it 
was  Stalin,  himself.  He  was  the 
man  who  sanctioned  the  killing  of 
the  noted  actor  Solomon  Mikhoels 
in  Minsk,  a year  before  the 
beginning  of  the  arrests  of  those 
who  would  become  the  victims  of 
the  “12th  of  August."  It  is  im- 
possible that  when  ordering  the 
liquidation  of  someone  as 
prominent  as  Mikhoels,  Stalin  had 
not  yet  planned  the  total 
destruction  of  the  remnants  of 
Soviet  Jewish  culture,  which  had 
been  under  attack  since  the  1930’s. 

The  establishment  of  the  State  of 
Israel  in  1948  had  aroused  very 
strong  nationalist  feelings  among 
Soviet  Jews.  Jewish  soldiers  and 
officers  volunteered  to  fight  — 
other  Jews  were  prepared  to 
collect  money.  As  they  say  in 
Russian,  “the  needle  was  out  of  the 
sack”:  Soviet  citizens  were  ex- 
pressing spontaneous  sympathy 
towards  a foreign  state,  a 
dangerous  precedent. 


It  was  at  that  time  that  Stalin 
probably  decided  to  take  revenge 
against  “his"  Jews:  to  destroy 
their  cultural  elite  which  had  a 
voice  which  was  heard  throughout 
the  USSR  and  in  the  free  world.  By 
destroying  Soviet  Jewish  culture 
Stalin  throught  to  turn  this  small 
national  minority  into  a passive, 
voiceless  herd.  It  would  not  be  too 
difficult,  he  thought,  to  forcibly 
drive  this  herd  of  three-million  to 
some  distant  place  in  Siberia, 
where  barracks  were  already 
being  built  for  Jews  who  were  to  be . 
deported. 

The  “action”  was  conducted  in  a 
classic  way.  Jewish  actors,  writers 
and  public  figures  were  arrested 
and  convicted  in  Moscow  and  other 
major  towns  with  a Jewish 
population.  For  convenience  sake, 
24  of  the  most  prominent  were 
gathered  in  a “group  case”  as 
members  of  the  wartime  Jewish 
Anti-Fascist  Committee  and  ac- 
cused of  being  “spies”  and 
“bourgeois  nationalists."  These  24 
who  were  murdered  included  the 
writers  Peretz  Markish,  David 
Bergelson,  David  Gofshtein,  Leib 
Kvitko,  Itsik  Fefer,  Samuil  Persov, 
Nakhum  Levin,  the  actor 
Benyamin  Zuskin,  and  others. 

The  24  executed  Jews  paid  with 
their  lives  for  dreaming  a dream 
which  Soviet  Jews  are  realizing  — 
a modern  Exodus. 

Blessed  be  their  memory  today. 

David  Markish  is  the  son  of 
writer  Peretz  Markish,  who  was 
among  the  24  Jewish  cultural 
leaders  killed  by  Stalin.

For  New  Year 

Friends  — 

I am  pleased  to  send  best  wishes 
to  the  readers  of  your  important 
periodical.  The  Anglo  Jewish 
newspapers  in  Canada  serve  a 
very  important  and  meaningful 
function  and  we  of  the  Jewish 
National  Fund  are  always  pleased 
to  cooperate  with  them. 

During  the  new  Jewish  Year 
which  is  about  to  begin,  the  State  of 
Israel  will  mark  the  30th 
Anniversary  of  its  establishment. 
During  the  same  year,  we  shall 
mark  the  1908th  Anniversary  of  the 
destruction  of  the  Temple,  and  the 
77th  Anniversary  of  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Jewish  National  Fund. 
There  is  a definite  and  distinct 
connection  between  Tisha  B’Av, 
Yom  Ha’atzmut  and  Jewish 
National  Fund.  For  1831  years 
after  the  destruction  of  the  Second 
Temple,  Jews  mourned  its 
destruction,  and  prayed  for  the  re- 
establishment of  the  Jewish 
Commonwealth.  But  the  very  first 
practical  step  that  was  taken  was 
the  establishment  of  the  Jewish 
National  Fund.  Prior  to  1901,  very 
little  was  done  to  re-establish  the 
Jewish  people  upon  the  Jewish 
Homeland.  But  with  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Jewish 
National  Fund  came  a definite 
program  of  the  purchase  of  land, 
the  redemption  of  soil,  the  building 
of  settlements,  the  planting  of 
forests,  the  preparation  of  farms, 
vineyards  and  fields  for  Jewish 
settlement  and  enterprise. 

Many  are  the  factors  that  went 
into  the  re-establishment  of  the 
Jewish  Commonwealth  but  first 
and  foremost  is  the  pioneer  work 
performed  by  the  Jewish  National 
Fund  for  nearly  half  a century 
before  the  establishment  of  the 
State  itself. 

As  Jews  gather  throughout 
Canada  and  indeed  throughout  the 
world  to  pray  for  a year  of  health, 
happiness  and  peace  and  con- 
tentment, it  is  important  to  look 
back  upon  what  has  been  ac- 
complished, as  well  as  towards  the 
many  challenges  yet  remaining. 

On  behalf  of  the  Jewish  National 
Fund  of  Canada,  I extend  my  best 
wishes  to  one  and  all  and  hope  that 
by  the  end  of  the  New  Year,  soon  to 
begin,  we  will  be  closer  to  a 
peaceful  settlement  of  the  many 
problems  that  beset  our  people  in 
Israel.

Dr.  Stuart  E.  Rosenberg,  a

In  the  Canadian  community,  he 
served  for  10  years  as  the  founding 
President  of  the  Canadian  Foun- 
dation for  Jewish  Culture,  and  in 
that  capacity  was  deeply  involved 
in  the  development  of  programs  of 
Jewish  studies  at  various  Canadian 
universities.

“Help  Save  Anatoly ” 
Sharansky’s  Wife  Plea 


Canada  (especially  Toronto) 
welcomed  the  visit  of  Natalyi 
Sharansky,  wife  of  arrested  Soviet 
activist,  Anatoly  Sharansky. 
Arriving  on  August  1,  Mrs 
Sharansky  was  immediately 
immersed  in  a round  of  media 
appearances  arranged  by  Joseph 
Pomerant,  QC  noted  criminal 
lawyer,  who  extended  his  services 
to  her  and  to  local  members  of  the 
Sharansky  family.  She  was  in- 
tensively interviewed  by  the  press. 
Articles  appeared  in  the  Toronto 
Star  and  The  Sun  explaining  her 
role  in  Canada  and  how  she  hopes 
all  Canadians  can  be  enrolled  to 
save  her  husband  who  has  been 
incommunicado  in  Lefortovo 
Prison  for  almost  five  months.  Mr. 
Pomerant  was  interviewed  on 
CBC’s  Barbara  Frum  show.  The 
Toronto  chapter  of  the  Lawyers 
and  Jurists  Committee  for  Soviet 
Jewry  held  a reception  for  Mrs. 
Sharansky  on  Wednesday,  August 


3.  She  delivered  a short  speech  on 
Saturday,  August  6 at  morning 
services  at  Beth  Tikvah 
Synagogue.  Before  returning  to 
Israel,  Mrs.  Sharansky  met  with 
the  officers  of  Toronto  Jewish 
Congress  and  members  of  the 
Regional  Committee  for  Soviet 
Jewry. 


At  the  heart  of  our  religious 
faith,  at  the  core  of  our  spiritual 
heritage  stands  the  Holy  City  of 
Jerusalem  whose  sanctity  and 
eternal  link  with  God  are  supreme 
in  our  prayers  during  the  High 
Holy  Days. 

This  period  has  special 
significance  for  the  Jewish  people. 

It  marks  the  tenth  anniversary  of 
the  reunification  of  Jerusalem  as 
the  spiritual  centre  of  our  people 
and  as  the  capital  of  the  rebuilt  and 
re-established  State  of  Israel. 

From  the  day  of  the 
proclamation  of  the  State  of  Israel 
in  1948  to  the  Six  Day  War  of  1967, 
Jerusalem  was  a divided  city.  Now 
that  we  are  celebrating  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  its  reunification,  it 
is  a time  for  thanksgiving  that  the 
Old  City,  with  the  Western  Wall 
and  other  shrines  sacred  to  the 
Jewish  people  since  King  David 
proclaimed  the  city  as  the  capital 
of  ancient  Israel  3,000  years  ago,  is 
once  again  a central  part  of  the  life 
and  prayers  of  our  people. 

This  is  also  the  time  for  asserting 
our  resolve  to  preserve  and 
strengthen  United  Jerusalem,  to 
help  it  grow  as  a living  symbol  of 
the  permanence  of  Israel  so  that  it 
may  never  be  divided  again  and 
that  no  part  of  it  may  ever  be  cut 
off  again  from  the  State  of  Israel. 

During  the  past  ten  years 
Jerusalem  has  been  reborn  in 
spirit  and  in  substance.  With  the 
aid  of  Israel  Bonds  the  Holy  City 
has  achieved  an  encouraging 
record  of  economic,  social, 
cultural,  and  religious  develop- 
ment! Although  it  can  now  boast  of 
being  the  fastest  growing  city  in 
the  State  of  Israel,  a great  deal 
more  needs  to  be  done  to  promote 
its  development  as  the  home  of 
government  ministries,  as  an 
industrial  centre  and  as  the 
crowning  spiritual  symbol  of  the 
regeneration  of  Israel  and  of 
Judaism. 

Great  as  the  needs  of  Jerusalem 
are,  the  needs  of  Israel  as  a whole 
are  even  greater.  It  is  a time  when 
its  people  are  exposed  to  extremely 
severe  economic  and  political 
pressures  — when  the  road  to 
peace  remains  long  and  arduous  — 
when  the  solidarity  of  world  Jewry 


Hundreds  of  Soviet  Jews  have 
publicly  gone  on  record  to  support 
Anatoly  Shransky  and  plead  for 
World  Jewry  to  act  on  his  behalf. 
Their  statement  condemns  the 
Soviet  government  in  implying  a 
conspiracy  by  Soviet  Jews, 
American  reporters  and  Moscow 
embassy  officials  and  compares 
these  groundless  charges  to  the 
“doctors  plot”  of  1953.  Such  names 
as  Dina  and  Yosef  Beilin, 
Alexander  Lerner,  Ida  Nudel, 
Vladimir  Slepak,  Victor 
Brailovsky  and  many  others  have 
signed  the  document.

and  I Must  Write 

A Tribute  to  Joe  Bodnoff 
by  a Friend  of  His  Youth 


Joe  Bodnoff,  D.F.M.  Age  55. 
(formerly  of  Ottawa,  Ontario). 
Suddenly  in  Los  Angeles, 
California.  Husband  of  Sarah 
Tattlebaum;  father  of  the  late 
Barry  Bodnoff;  son  of  the  late 
Irving  and  Annie  Bodnoff  and 
brother  of  the  late  Philip  Bodnoff  of 
Ottawa;  survived  by  sister  Mrs. 
Bernard  (Muriel)  Putterman, 
Windsor,  Ontario  and  brothers 
Morley  and  Ronald,  Ottawa, 
Ontario. 

Since  Joe  is  buried  in  Los 
Angeles,  his  last  place  of 
residence,  many  of  his  Ottawa 
friends  of  younger  days  were 
unable  to  say  goodbye. 

Who  was  Joe  Bodnoff?  Joe  lived 
in  lower  town,  the  then  Jewish 
enclave  of  Ottawa.  And  although 
the  year  was  1936,  it  seems  like 
yesterday  that  a group  of  us, 
wanting  to  play  in  the  Jewish  Boys’ 
Softball  League,  approached  Joe 
Feller  (Men’s  Wear)  to  sponsor  us. 
He  did.  With  bright  yellow 
sweatshirts  having  a green  patch 
over  the  front  and  bright  canary 
yellow  “Joe  Feller”.  And  we 
played.  Joe  was  our  catcher  and 
what  a catcher ! 

From  1936  through  1940-41  we 
stayed  together,  changing  spon- 
sors from  Joe  Feller  to  Barney 
Weiss’  Capitol  Hotel  to  Sammy 

Greenberg’s  United  Coal and 

Joe,  quiet  and  unassuming,  caught 
the  wild  pitches  of  Izzy  Rebner,  the 
Matt  Ages  smoke  ball,  the  Sammy 
Betcherman  drop;  the  Joey 
Berezin  tricky  curves  and  slow 
balls.  We  not  only  played  ball 
together,  but  walked  to  school,  sat 
on  the  stoops,  double-dated,  went 
to  shul  and  all  those  wonderful 
things  one  does  with  friends. 

Then  the  war  dispersed  us.  Joe 
chose  the  Air  Force  and  graduated 
as  a Sergeant  Wireless  Air  Gunner. 


It  would  be  Joe,  to  pick  one  of  the 
most  difficult  aircrew  jobs.  Then 
one  day  — headlines  “R.C.A.F. 
Patrol  Boat  sinks  German  sub- 
marine off  North  Atlantic  Coast  — 
Crew  Missing”  and  one  of  the  listed 
crew  members  was  SAG  Joseph 
Bodnoff. 

I can  remember  with  such 
clarity  the  tremendous  feeling  of 
loss.  But  miracles  do  happen  and 
the  next  day  Canadian  papers 
again  headlined  “Crew  Found: 
Pilot  awarded  V.C.”  And  reading 
on,  one  saw  where  the  crew  after 
their  plane  was  mortally  damaged 
by  gunfire  from  the  U-boat,  agreed 
with  their  pilot  to  press  their  attack 
and  with  their  last  gasp  succeeded 
in  bombing  and  sinking  the  U-boat. 
They  couldn’t  make  it  home  and 
ditched  into  the  North  Atlantic. 
The  pilot  died  but  the  crew 
members  somehow  survived  for 
some  ten  hours  in  a life  raft.  And 
Joe  couldn’t  swim  a stroke!  The 
papers  then  went  on  to  write  that 
Joseph  Bodnoff,  for  his  courageous 
role  in  the  action,  was  awarded  the 
D.F.M. 

I can  remember  Joe  coming 
home  shortly  after,  and  the  open 
house  his  parents  had  on  Nelson 
Street.  And  Joe,  still  quiet,  telling 
us  how  it  was  — not  really  very 
much  — and  then  I remember  him 
walking  his  young  lady  friend 
home. 

We  were  dispersed  again  due  to 
the  exigencies  of  war  and  after  the 
war,  most  of  our  threads  weaved  in 
all  different  directions. 

I had  not  seen  Joe  for  some  time 
and  only  reading  the  obiturary  did 
I learn  that  he  lost  a'  son.  What  a 
heartbreak  this  must  have  been ! 

Joseph  (Joe)  Bodnoff,  bred  and 
born  in  Ottawa,  curly-haired, 
handsome,  with  a sparkle  in  his 
eye  and  a lilt  in  his  walk,  dead. 

Rest  easy  Joe. 


Youth  Tackle  Judaism  Questions 
At  Annual  Synagogue  Seminar

National  Conference  of 
Synagogue  Youth  Seminar  creates 
an  opportunity  for  youth  between 
the  ages  of  14-18  to  experience  a 
week  of  their  true  Jewish  heritage. 

For  six  days,  youth  from  Mon- 
treal, Hamilton,  Kingston,  Perth 
and  Toronto  come  to  Lake 
Buckhorn,  in  the  Kawartha  region 
to  mix  with  others  in  a relaxed  and 
informal  atmosphere. 

Seminar  is  comprised  of 
sessions,  prayer,  music  and  sports. 
Sessions  revolve  around 
discussions  through  which  par- 
ticipants can  question  advisers 
about  problems  they  face  in 
Judaism.  Music  is  a major  part  of 
Seminar.  Through  N.C.S.Y.’s 
unique  expression  of  singing  and 
dancing  one  can  better  understand 
one’s  relationship  with  G-d  and 
Judaism.  A special  voluntary 
session,  led  by  an  adviser,  is  held 
for  N.C.S.Y.  ers  who  feel  that  they 
do  not  understand  the  concepts  of 
prayer.  Shabbat  is  celebrated  in  a 
restful  and  spiritual  environment, 
through  which  the  young  people 
better  appreciate  the  beauty  of 
“Yiddishkeit”. 


Throughout  Seminar, 
N.C.S.Y.ers  live  in  a world  of  their 
own,  removed  from  the  day-to-day 
reality  of  the  problems  they 
discuss;  with  the  end  of  the 
Seminar  participants  must  take 
what  they  have  learned  and  apply 
solutions  to  the  problems  which 
plague  Jewish  youth,  especially  in 
the  smaller  Jewish  communities. 
Leaders  hope  that  those  who  have 
taken  part  will  utilize  the 
knowledge  gained  and  apply  it  in  a 
way  which  will  make  them  strong 
and  concerned  Jews. 

This  year,  Seminar  for  National 
Conference  of  Synagogue  Youth 
was  held  from  August  24-29.  Those 
attending  from  Ottawa  were:  Julie 
Gelphand,  Allan  Honigman,  Ellie

At  “yontif”  we  “k vetch”  a lot. 
Elul  is  a month  of  preparation.  We 
blow  that  horn  nearly  every  day 
and  awaken  the  humanity  in  the 
depths  of  our  being.  So  “nu”  we 
don’t  really  hear  the  horn,  Elul 
goes  by  and  the  family’s  together 
for  dinner  on  Rosh  Hashanah 
evening  and  the  spirit  is  the  same 
as  Chanukah,  less  serious  than 
Pesach.  We  enjoy  and  we  “kvetch” 
because  it’s  expected.  After  all  it’s 
ten  days  until  atonement  and 
counting  — aveinu  malkeinu, 
shema  koleinu,  al  chait,  al  chait  — 
Our  Father  Our  King,  hear  our  cry, 
we  have  sinned!  How  we  “kvetch”. 
The  Rabbis  talk  t’shuvah  — 
overcoming  our  alienation  from 
one  another  and  God.  Let’s  face  it, 
few  of  us  have  any  place  to  return. 
Most  of  us  are  pretty  self-centred, 
insensitive  and  undisciplined  folk. 
Sure,  we  do  our  volunteer  work 
most  of  which  is  to  fill  our  own 
personal  void,  most  of  which  is  for 
our  own  sake.  We  kept  ourselves 
functioning  on  maybe  two  out  of 
eight  human  cylinders  last  year 
and  we’d  be  satisfied  with  the  same 
25  per  cent  sensitivity  this  coming 
year. 

Who  are  we  trying  to  fool  — 
ourselves  again,  our  neighbours, 
God?  First  of  all  it’s  easy  to  fool 
ourselves.  Every  Jew  has  got 
enough  excuses  for  every  con-

fession  he  makes  on  “yontif”.  So 
it’s  true  we’re  willing  to  go  through 
the  motions  and  pay  the  very  small 
price  of  soul-searching.  But  how 
much  soul  can  you  really  search 
when  you  haven’t  activated  it  in 
years.  Every  year  of  selfish 
neglect  covers  over  what  little 
real  soul  we’ve  got  left.  So  “yontif” 
is  a game  of  appearances.  They 
are  days  we  deceive  ourselves. 

And  our  neighbours  — are  we 
trying  to  fool  them?  I think  so!  But 
they  really  don’t  care  about  what 
we’re  going  through  because  they 
are  so  preoccupied  with  what  they 
are  doing.  Perhaps  this  is  the 
healthiest  aspect  of  our  “Days  of 
Awe”  — we  must  expect  nothing  of 


our  Jewish  neighbours.  For  once  in 
the  year  we  must  not  think  of  their 
failures  toward  us,  but  only  our 
failures  toward  them.  “Alevai”  — 
how  many  of  us  are  that  serious 
and  that  humble  to  change  our 
destructively  critical  orientation  of 
the  rest  of  the  year  to  transcend 
our  pettiness  even  for  a “yontif” 
moment.  We  can’t  fool  our  neigh- 
bours. So  what  about  God?  Can  we 
fool  God?  Absolutely  not!  You  and 
I are  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  if 
our  lives  are  shallow  we  are  not 
reconciled  with  God.  Now  this  is 
the  message  of  our  holiest  season: 
selfishness  and  superficiality  will 
lead  only  to  stagnation  and  guilt. 
This  “yontif”  is  a time  to  make 
progress  in  our  lives. 

I thank  God  that  we  as  a com- 
munity of  Jews  are  so  blessed  with 
financial  stability,  freedom  and 
relative  good  health.  If  we  were  to 
evaluate  the  number  of  lonely,  or 
unemployed,  or  individuals  sick  of 
body  or  soul,  we  would  be 
astounded  by  the  lack  of  serious 
problems  within  our  community.  If 
each  of  us  would  only  stop 
“kvetching”  and  really  pray  for 
the  strength  to  function  on  even 
four  out  of  our  eight  human 
cylinders,  we’d  clean  ourselves  up 
so  fast  it  wouldn’t  even  be  Shemini 
Atzeret  before  we  started  helping 
others.

Rosh  Hashanah,  literally  the 
Deginning  of  the  year,  is  regarded 
as  the  Day  of  Memorial  and  also  as 
the  Day  of  Remembrance.  These 
should  be  seen  as  two  distinctly 
different  themes.  The  memorial  is 
a commemoration  of  the  departed. 
The  remembrance  involves  the 
recollection  of  the  beginning  of  the 
world,  man's  function  in  it,  and  the 
particular  role  of  the  Jewish 
people,  all  linked  with  God  s 
review  of  the  deeds  of  men  and 
women. 

It  is  perhaps  to  emphasize  the 
separation  of  the  memorial  and 
remembrance  themes  that  the 
commemoration  of  the  departed 
begins  during  the  week  before  the 
New  Year  with  a visit  to  the 
cemetery,  often  through  the 
synagogue. 

The  memorial  is  intensely 
personal  for  each  individual  whose 
loved  ones  are  now  in  their  eternal 
resting  place.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
a strongly  shared  memorial  of 
Jewish  lives  lost  through  the 
centuries,  whether  as  scapegoats 
for  the  Black  Plague,  as  ‘ ‘heretics” 
during  the  age  of  Inquisition  and 
variously,  to  the  beginning  of  the 
20th  century,  as  victims  of

Rising  above  these  tragedies, 
long  past,  there  is  the  com- 
‘ memoration  of  lives  lost  in  more 
recent  cataclysmic  events,  from 
the  depths  of  the  Nazi  “final 
solution”  in  the  Second  World  War 
to  the  bittersweet  victories  in  the 
wars  for  Israel’s  independence  and 
survival.  Most  of  these  ex- 
periences, whether  personally 
remembered  or  handed  down  from 
the  recollection  of  others,  are  such 
| that  many  Jews  may  be  overcome 
with  deep  feelings  of  despair . 

No  matter  how  great  the  feeling 
of  loss  on  the  Day  of  Memorial 
Jews  are  cautioned  not  to  be  driven 
to  a pessimistic  or  fatalistic  view  of 
the  world  and  of  their  position  in  it.

In  fact  the  other  New  Year  theme, 
the  Day  of  Remembrance,  urges 
the  rejection  of  fatalism  as  a 
concept  which  is  almost  com- 
pletely foreign  to  Jewish  tradition. 

It  is  explained  that  Jews  have 
survived  so  much  adversity  that 
they  cannot  believe  in  unrelenting 
condemnation  or  peremptory 
doom.  There  is  always  the  hope  for 
a way  out. 

Non-Jewish  as  well  as  Jewish 
philosophers  have  suggested  that 
Jews  have  played  a vital  role  in  the 
dynamics  of  human  progress 
throughout  history. 

Theodor  H.  Gaster,  a well-known 
interpreter  of  traditional  Jewish 
observances,  suggests  that  central 
to  the  idea  of  Rosh  Hashanah  as  the 
Day  of  Remembrance  is  “the 
power  of  memory  itself  (as  it) 
defies  oblivion,  breaks  the  coils  of 
the  present,  establishes  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  generations  and 
rescues  human  life  and  effort  from 
futility ...” 

New  Year’s  Day,  Mr  Gaster 
adds,  “is  at  once  a day  of 
judgement  and  a new  beginning.  If 
it  looks  backward,  it  does  so  only 
on  the  way  forward;  and  its  symbol 
is  the  trumpet  of  an  eternal 
reveille.” 

Barbara  Ward  Jackson  has 
pointed  to  the  Jews  as  “the  first  to 
believe  that  history  itself  has 
meaning  and  that  progress,  not 
repetition,  is  the  law  of  life.”  In  her 
book  Spaceship  Earth  she  has 
called  on  the  world  to  see  that  “the 
Jewish  vision  ...  is  profoundly 
concerned  with  man’s  social 
existence  here  and  now”  and  she 
points  out  that  Jewish  prophetic 
tradition  “stubbornly  rejects  any 
accommodation  with  the 
stratification  of  society....” 

As  Jews  celebrate  the  New  Year 
they  are  called  upon  to  remember 
their  place  in  history  and  to  con- 
sider the  significance  of  ancient 
rites  and  ceremonies  as  rein- 
terpreted in  keeping  with  ad- 
vanced ethical  concepts  about 
human  society.  The  rejection  of 
fatalism  is  accompanied  by  a call 
to  renewal  of  personal  creativity.
